Mr*  Chairman  and  Gentlemen ^ 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  /^nnual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Uphan  District  of  Ventnor. 

The  year  under  reView  has  again  Drought  about  a  change 
in  your  public  health  staff  for  in  November,  1947j  Dro  H.  G. 

Calvey  v/as  appointed  Senior  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  o 
Kent  County  Council  and  on  his  resignation,  I  had  the  honour  o 
be  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Vital  statistics  of  the  area  present  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  picture.  The  birth  rate  has  risen  from  16 eo  live 
births  per  1000  to  22.1  per  thousand,  but  this  has  been  offset 
by  a  rise  in  the  death  rate  from  16 ©9  pei’  thousand  to  20.0  per 
thousand.  i\s  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
was  12oO  per  thousand ^  our  figure  would  appear  to  be  an  unfavour¬ 
able  one  but  v/e  have  in  our  district  an  undue  percentage  of 
elderly  persons  and  invalids  v/ho  come  to  us  because  of  tne  pieasanr 

conditions  obtaining  in  the  district. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  infectious  disease  duo  largely  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  tne 
early  months  of  the  year® 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  period  under  reviev/  was  the 
outbreak  of  infantile  paralysis  v/hich  occurred  in  the  late  summer 
and  early  autumn.  The  district  was  moderately _ involved  and  five 
cases  of  the  disease  occurred,  one  of  these  having  a  latai 
termination. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  and  when  the  figures 
shov/ing  the  percentage  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease 
is  examined,  we  find  that  only  27c4fb  of  pre-school  chil  ren 
had  protective  inoculation.  This  is  a  very  low  figure  in 

and  great  efforts  will  be  required  to  have  many  more  of  tnese 
children  made  immune  from  this  disabling,  dangerous  and  qui  e 
unnecessary  disease. 

Notification  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  has 
risen  rt>om  20  in  1946  to  28  in  1947*  0^  this  number  10  \/ere 

people  Tjho  v/ere  transferred  from  the  mainland  to  our  district 
and  3  'sre  persons  who  had  previously  been  notified  and  had 
returiiod  to  the  district  after  sojourn  elsev/here.  iijVen  so^  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease  still  appears  to  be  on  the  increase, 
this  being  part  of  a  national  rise  in  incidence  following  the 
war  years.
